Christmas and Peace. 
There is a superficial quality of irony 
in our Christmas this year. A long sanc- 
tion of tradition has invested Christmas 
with the character of the festival of 
peace; but we find ourselves to-day com- 
pelled to Close our ears to that appeal. 
The selection of this season for Germany’s 
overtures for peace, and for President 
Wilson’s intervention in the same cause, 
was not, we may believe, altogether fortui- 
tous. It was, no doubt, with some idea 
of invoking that tradition of peace with 
which Christmas is associated thf#t Berlin 
and Washington,' from widely different 
motives, have conspired to beset us at

f we can feel this, we shall have 
captured the essential 
Christmas peace in this year of war. 

We do not seek to emulate the pagan 
faith of Germany. The Allies do not 
claim, after the blasphemous fashion of 
their enemies, any. monopoly in the 
terrific patronage of the God of Battles. 
They do not conceive themselves to be 
charged with a Divine mission to be the 
modern representatives of an Attila, a. 
Scourge of God upon Prussia, to punish 
her for her iniquities. They base their 
position upon no more exalted ground 


than that of the human conception of | 


right and decency in the ordering of inter- 
national affaire—that conception which 
has behind it all the sanction of the slow 
accretion through the centuries of progress 
in the development of the conscience of 
nations. That conéeption is not Divine; . 
it is human; it may be fallible; but at 
least it was of the essential currency of 
‘gternational thought until Prussia denied 
and overthrew it. The Allies believe 
that a umiversally accepted validity of 
that congeption can alone assure the 
ordered development of the nations. They 
believe themselves to be, not, as Prussia 
presumptuously regards herself, the re- 
positories -of Divine inspiration, but at 
least the guardians of the-hope of humanity 
for its future progress. ‘hey hear Mr. 
Wilson speak in the name of humanity 
with very different feelings from those 
with which they hear Prussia sneak in 
that name. But they must reject his 
profiered mediation, as they reject 
the overtures of Prussia,/ for the same 
reason—that both are vitiated by what 
must appear to them to be a fundamental 
fallacy. Prussia’s invitation is couched 
in the terms of a victor, offering to the 
vanquished the opportunity of making 
peace. “If the Entente’s reply,” says the 
Frankfurter Zeitung, “contains such con- 
ditions for entering negotiations as would 
imply that Germany is expected to appear 
as a penitent, it will be clear that they 
do not honestly want neace.” It is with 
the spirit instinct in that sentence that the 
Alhes’ combat is mortal. With such an 
arrogant assumption we can hold no 
parley. Prussia’s claim at the outset was 
that might is right. We are further from 
peace than ever if she is now to present 
us with the consummation of that doctrine, 
and to assert that not alone might, but 
right itself, is on her side. 

Such an attitude is the inevitable conse- 
quences of the moral perversion which has 
made Prussia the outlaw of Europe. 
From her we expect the reassertion of it. 
We confess to a vast surprise that Presi- 
dent Wilson should seek to recommend his 
offer of mediation for peace to us by an 
endorsement of this attitude. Mr. Wilson 
wishes ‘to achieve the formation of a league 
of nations to ensure peace and justice 
throughout the world. That is no less the 
sincere and ardent desire of the Allies. 
“ But,” he says, “the war must first be 
concluded.” It must; and if peace and 
justice throughout the world are to follow 
upon its eonclusion, it is essential to the 
fulfilment ef Mr. Wilson's, and the Allies’, 
hopes that it shall be concluded upon 
terms which will securely re-establish 
those sanctions, unchallenged for cen- 
turies, upon which peace and justice must 
repose. It must be concluded upon terms 
which will unmistakably affix the seal of 
guilt to Prussia’s wanton and lawless in- 
vasion of those sanctions—which will 
make her “appear as a penitent.” Of 
that prime condition of future peace, how- 
ever, there is no recognition in Mr. 
Wilson’s Note to the Allied Governments. 
He “ takes the liberty’’—and we can only 
describe it as an extraordinary liberty— 
“of calling attention to the fact that the 
objects which the statesmen on both sides 
have in mind in this war are virtually the 
same, as stated in general terms to their 
own people and to the world.” “Each 
side,” he proceeds to inform us, “ desires 
to make the rights and privileges of weak 
peoples and small nations as secute 
against aggression or denial as the rights 
and privileges of the great and powerful 
states now at war.” Of that “fact” Bel. 
gium, Serbia, Montenegro, and Rumania 
ate witnesses so far as Prussia is con- 
cerned. No further comment upon the 
President's N@te, it seems to us, is re 
quired than to call attention to that damn- 
ing sentence. We are desired by the head 
of the greatest neutral nation, no less than 
by Prussia herself, to deny our whole 
moral basis in the war, to regard it as a 
mere scuffle of ipternational appetites, to 
admit that no German blood-guiltiness 
prevents us from grasping in friendship 
the hands which reek of slaughter and 
outrage. Mr. Wilson has invoked the 
Christmas tradition of peace to better pur- 
pose than he thought. He has emphasised 
the true significance of the message of 
Christmas to us this year—the message that 
it is not the part of Christian nations, to 
sell their souls for a servile peace. 


King Constantine. 


Only one course can be safe in our 
immediate dealings with the King and 
Government of Greece. The blockade 
must be maintained until the Greek Army 
is transferred to a place where it can no 
longer prove a sudden danger to the Allied 
forces in Macedonia, and until the transfer 
has been carried out to the complete satis- 
faction of the Allied military experts who 
are checking it. More than this, how- 
ever, will have to be exacted, and the con- 
tinuance of the blockade may be necessary 
in order that the Allies may secure that the 
part of Greeee which still gives ailegiance 
to the Athens Government shall not be 
used as a hostile base.. - King Constan- 
tine's Government has tried hard to obtain 
a release of the Allies’ grip. In the Note 
in which it undertook to comply with the 
Allies’ demands as to the transfer of 
troops and war material it suggested the 
removal of the blockade in view of its re- 
peated expressions of friendliness and its

Railway Restrictions. 


From the first day of the new year rail- 
way travelling will be a very Spartan 
business in Great Britain. The State 
controls the railways, and it proposes to 
apply them to the purposes of the war 
with a sweeping disregard for the conveni- 
ence of the individual] iraveller. The 
declared object of the new regulations is 
the curtailment of passenger traffic. This 
has become necessary for many reasons, 
including the ‘increasingly large move- 
ments of troops and munitions, and the 
claims of the Director-General of Military 
Transport on locomotives and railway 
trucks. The companies have now been 
authorised to increase passenger fares by 
one-half, with exceptions iu favour of 
workmen's and season tickets, and to re- 
fuse to carry luggage exceeding a total 
weight of 1001b. per passenger. After 
January Ist the reservation of seats and 
compartments will be discontinued, the 
running of sleeping and dining cars will 
be further curtailed, and the companies 
will not undertake to give assistance in the 
handling of passengers’ luggage. There 
will be a considerable reduction of speed 
with a view to economy nm coal, and a 
great reduction in the number of trains. 
On the Brighton and South-Coast Rail- 
way, for instance, eighteen trains will be 
cut out of the week-day service. The 
London and North-Western Company in- 
tends to close forty-four passenger stations 
and halts, and its example will be fol- 
lowed by all the principal lines in Eng- 
land and Scotland. The nublic, however, 
will not grumble, for it knows that all 
this temporary ciscomfort will be re- 
warded ‘by the more vigorous prosecution 
of the war. We need not fear such 
drastic restrictions in Ireland, where the 
conditions are quite different; but we 
must remember always that cur rail- 
ways are now under State control. The 
Government will not hesitate to interfere 
with our convenience if the need should 
arise, and it will not be moved by the 
sarcasm or pathos of letters in the Press.

While the facts of life are more than 
enough for “grown-ups” in these days, 
our boys still live in the world of imagina- 
tion. The publishers realise this truth, 
and have provided them, in this third year 
of the war, with the usual supply of 
Christmas books, They are, of course, 
books of fighting and other adventure, but

All the young heroes in 
this year’s books for boys have won their 
Victoria Crosses at Mons, or in Mesopo- 
tamia, or in the North Sea. Curiously 
enough, the average boy who pores over 
these stories until his father leads him by 
the ear to bed is bored by the authentic 
communiqués of great “pushes” on the 
Somme. Let us remember with pride, 
and perhaps with tears, that hundreds of 
boys whose hearts beat high over the 
novelists’ imaginings two Christmases ago 
have since laid down their young lives.

CASE OF SS. LA BELLE FRANCE.

ATTACK FROM THE SKIES. 

ft is difficult to imagine what must be the 
sensations of some of these merchant seamen, 
men who have been occupying their business m 
fishing or coasting trade, and suddeniy find 
themselves menaced by all these strange new 
fevileies. Sometimes. the menace is as weird 
and unexpected as a descent of squadrons from 
another planet. The Franz Fischer, more or 
less on her guard against attack from the sea, 
was surprised by an attack from the skies of 
a quite new kind. 

The Franz Fische- was a coasting trader of 
about 970 gross tons. She left Hartlepool tor 
Cowes, with a cargo of coal, on the 3lst of 
January, 1916. She was unarmed: 

About 9.30 p.m. on the Ist of February the 
ship was informed by a torpedo boat that 
there were flgating mines ahead. James Henry 
Birch, the chief engineer, said that, at this 
time, the weather was very fine, with no wind 
or sea, but it was black dark.

In the morning 
a considerable force of Turkish irregulars was 
observed advancing on this bank from a south- 
easterly direction. One y of them came from 
hidden trenches, and were scattered by machine 

un fire. The force retired when thay saw our 
infantry advancing.

, At a meeting of the Institution of Electricai 
Engineers (Dublin Local Bection), held at the 
College of Science, Upper Merrion street, last 
night, Captain Webber, R.E., in the chair, an 
interesting paper was read by Mr. J. P. Tierney, 
i M.inst. L.E., on “ The Use of Electricity for the 
| Industrial Development of Ireland.” Mr. Tier- 
| ney, in the course of his paper, said that there 
| Was a marked contrast between the industriai 
and mineral development of England and ire- 
land during the past 60 years. Whilst the 
mineral and industrial resources of England had 
been developed to their fullest, the correspond- 
ing resources in Ireland had hardly been con- 
sidered. It was rather remarkable that nearly 
al: the electrizal power supply of this country 
was obtained from sear-borne fuel, the cost of 


very high when delivered at the power station. 
‘lhe labour and transit conditions of the past 
two years had aggravated this drawback—in 
fxct, in most cases the cost of sea-borne coal 
was to-day double what it was at the outbreak 
ot the war. Having referred to the advance in 
the use of electricity in farming operations in 


1911 the Ontario Provincial Legislature had 
pessed a law to enable the Hydro-Electric Oom- 
missioners to distribute electrical energy to the 


' residents of the rural districts, and an extensive

GAS-STOVE RENTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sia,—The gas-stove rental in Dublin is at the 
moment pressing. 1 fully support the various 
letters suggesting that every user of a cooker 
should refuse to pay the merease demanded, 
and allow the company to act. I do not know 
the existing terms of hire, but I do know that 
the rent is collected quarterly. In the absence 
of a clause to the contrary, consumers are en- 
titled to a full quarter's notice to alter or 
terminate the letting, and that dating from a 
quarter day. I suggest that every eonsumer 
who has-received notice should we á declining 
to pay the increase, stating that when the 
company legally terminate the hire agreement 
they can remove theiy cooker, and notifying 
ihem that, should they illegally .remove the 
stove, they will be held responsible. The 
present autocratic management will, like the 
Berlin Ail Highest, see that they are beaten. 
Already the olive branch of peace has been 
issued by advertisement offering to sell the 
cookers and wipe out the rental. Let no con- 
sumer accept such a proposal. Antiquated and 
worn-out cookers after sixteen years’ service 
are only fit for old age pensions. 

I would suggest further that all gas con- 
sumers should combine, appoint a good com- 
mutteo to investigate in their imterests all gas 
questions, and see that the consumers are get- 
ting what they are entitled to. Anyone who 
uses gas at present will admit that electricity 
is preferable. Electricity has ousted gas for 
‘lighting and small power purposes; suction gas, 
costing about 4d. per thousand, supplics heavy 
power. The Gas Company are dependent upon 
consumption of gas for cooking and heating, a 
very convenient, but expensive, method. If 
this ceases, they may close down,—Yours, etc.,

about 93,000 tons were mined in Ireland in 1914, 
in no single instance was there a main line rail- 
way siding into any Irish coal mine, which 
necessitated their being worked by road carts, 
a condition of things which must be regarded 
as a huge joke by any English colliery owner. 
The result was that at the present time the 
people of Dublin were paying 45s. per ton for 
coal, whereas Irish, coal was being sold at the 
pit’s mouth in Athy for 15s. per ton, the actual 
distance from Athy to Dublin being 45 mules. 
It might be stated that the handicap to the de- 
velopment of Irish coal in Ireland was not 
cheap power, but cheap transit; but a supply 
of cheap power in a country supplied the first 
necessity for cheap transit, as it enabled lines 
to be worked electrically at a figure very much 
less than steam operation. He held that they 
as a country should adopt appliances suitable 
for the consumption of native coal as soon as 
they found that this could be utilised satisfac- 
torily, at a proper price, when proper transit 
facilities were given. Some time ago the Go- 
yernment appointed an Advisory Committee for 
Scientific and Industrial Research, the duty of 
this Committee being to promote and organise 
scientific research, with a special view to its 
application to the industries of the country. He 
would suggest that some money should be de- 
voted for the purpose of ascertaining the exact 
value of Irish coal. Once this information was 
definitely known, it beeame a simple proposition 
to estimate the price at which the coal could 
be delivered at any centre and to decide the 
most beneficial means of getting the fuil value 
out of the fuel. As to the development of the 
peat industry, it would appear that the only 
proper lines for development were the erection 
of a power station practically in the centre of 
the peat area, as it was obviously less expen- 
sive to transmit electric current in a wire than 
it was to transmit fuel in railway waggons, and 


point where the power was to be made use of 
tor industrial purposes could be utilised with 
less capital expenditure,.and more efficiently 
than fuel delivered at the same point. The 
question of the utilisation of Irish peat for 
power production was one to which he would 
suggest that the Local Section of the Institution 
should riect the attention of the Government Ad- 
visory Committee for Sciemtific and Industrial Ke- 
search work, that they should recommend 
Parliament to vote a sum of money for research 
work in this direction. There were very large 
areas of bog in Ireland, some of the largest 
existi within 50 miles of Dublin; and apart 
from ‘the benefits derived from obtaiming cheap 
power from peat, they must not overlook the 
advantage of the area of ground reclaimable for 
tillage and agriculture.
